‘A COUNTRY WHICH IS | 
_ ‘PROSPERING. 


AGRICULTURAL REFORM. ' 


Tha Special Correspondent of the 
“Chicago Tribune” telegraphs:— 
* Warsaw.—Poland is fast becom- 
ing one of the most prosperous 
countries In Hurope. Its prosper- 
ity rests on its agriculture, and its 
agriculture: rests on the Industry, 
of its peasants and their love of 
the land. Under Russian and Ger- 
man .rule landholding conditions 
offered little inducement to Indus- 


try or to improvement, but since) 


the independence of Poland has 
been established’ a scheme of 
agrarian reform has been introduc- 
ed which has changed the face of 
the country. : % 
‘Phe first task of the new Polish 
Government was .to restore the 
roads, bridges, railways and build- 
ings that had been destroyed in 
the war. That was slow work be- 
cause of lack of capital but all the 
resources of the State were thrown 
into it, and the work was done. 
The peasants who had been driven 
away were brought back and re* 
settled ‘on their holdings. Large 
estates have ben acquired «and 
broken up for the creation of small 
farms on. which landless peasants 
nre settled, mize? . 

The Ministry of Agriculture is 
now at. work preparing a scheme 
for the unification of Agrarian 
Law throughout the country ‘and 
the removal] of the many anomalies 


in landholding systems, which are 


an inheritance’ of Poland's history. 
In different parts: of the country 
land js held under ‘Austrian, Prus- 
sian, or German law. All these 
anomaties: must be straightened out 
without doing injustice to the pre- 
sent holders. Hat 
Credit Facilities. 
Another task that the Govern- 


‘ment hag undertaken is the provis]. 


sion of credit facilities’ for the 
peasants. Owners of smaller hold- 
ings are provided for through agri- 
cultura) eredit banks, which lend 
up to 200 zloty on personal credit. 
This in a lot of money to some of 
the smaller Polish peasants, and 
enables’ them to plant and finance 
their crops. So successful has St 
been. that in the’ Ukraine the Na- 
tional Minority leaders have found 
it hard to keep up the ‘Separatist 
enthusiasm of the peasants, who 
feel that connection with Poland is 
doing them some good, : 

Agriculturally, Poland posseases 
the two typica! kinds of farming— 


small cultivation: and large estates,), 


The ‘‘great Polish landowing 
families stil! own their land and, 
unlike their fellows in many other 
countries, they actually manage 
estates. Their sons go to, agricul- 
tural colleges and ‘come homie. to 


work on the family’ property. 


Side‘by side with them, the small 
farmers benefit by their example 
and their knowledge ‘of scientific 
agriculture. The big estates own- 
ers also benefit their smaller neigh- 
bours by providing a ready market 
for their produce in the beet sugar, 
alcohol, and starch factors, which 
are chiefly run in connection ‘with 
the large estates. -

A SENATOR'S DEFENCE oF. 
HOME RULE MOVEMENT.

“INTEGRAL ASSIMILATION, i 


Before the Colmar Aasua last 
month a powerful defence, or, 
rather, historical: justification, of 
the Home Rule movement was 
made by tho Abbe Muller, a mem- 
ber of the French Senate for 
Alsace, who was called ag first 
witness for the defence, writes a 
Paris corréspendent to the “Man: 
chester Guardian.” 

‘As for a plot against- the 
French State, he ‘knew nothing: 
evidently the gravamen of, the 
charge against the prisoners was 
not certain actions they were al- 
lezed to have committed but 
Home Rule agitation itself. He 
explained how and why Alsace- 
Lorraine hag become discontented 
and why it demanded regional 
Home Rule. -It was due ‘to the: 
blundering of the Paris author- 
ities, to the utter lack of compre- 
hension of the Alsatian mind and 
conditions, 

A population that had won 
and enjoyed a large measure of 
Nome. Rule under the German re- 
gime could not be “departmental- 
ised,” incorporated in the French | 
centralised system and assimilat- ' 
ed ‘out of hand. Immediately 
after the hos‘ilities he had-warn- 
ed. the French generals against | 
this overhasty conversion of an 
autonomist province into several | 
French departments — against | 
the “sy: stematie- destruction of ! 
something we ourselves had 
methodically built up, of some- ! 
thing that was not exactly due to 
Germany but to Alsace. orraine 
itself.” 

“What ought “te have been | 
done,” .the senator went on, 

“was to proceed not by assimila- 
tion, The problems was’ first: of 
all an administrative one: no 
understanding was shown. It was , 
a cultural problem: again there 
was no understanding. “It was 
economic: this was understood a | 
little better. What happened, was 
hound to - happen; the machine 
broke down.”

Roegionalisn: was 
not a Senator or an Alsatian idea. 
Here the Senator quoted from the 
pamphlet “The' Republic’ and 
centralisation,” in which Charles 
Maurras, the ‘famous Rayalist' 
publicist, and Paul Boncour, the | 
Socialist leader, took opposite 
sides upon this movement which ' 
aimed at the restoralion to the! 
old provinces of France of their 
rights and autonomy. °. 

After iaumerating all. the 
faults that had’ been committed 
against, Alsace, and after a pas- 
sionate plea for a more respectful \ 
treatment of the “mother tungue” 
cf Alsace, Senator Muller paid a 
tribute to Dr. Ricklin, the Tiom 
Role lrader, in. the dock before 
him, “Dr. Ricklin loyally served 
Aixace under another regime. He’ 
has: served France with equi 
loyalty. “He docs not deserve the 
treatment that has been, given 
him. There again is another 
blunder.”
